sl7-i417-1 Purnose. Adult day care services 
shall be for the purpose of providing disabled adults a 
sheltered setting and specified activities. The 
sheltered setting and activities shall support and 
promote the adult's level of functioning and ability to 
remain or be maintained safely in the community outside 
institutions and other care facilities. [Eff 6/29/92]

§17-1417-2 Goals. Adult day care services for 
disabled adults shall be provided in accordance with 
the following goals: 

-(l) To-prevent-or-reduce-inappropriate-or 
premature institutional care by providing 
community-based care; and 
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(2) To prevent or remedy neglect, abuse or 
exploitation of adults who are unable to 
independently protect their own interests.

s17-1417-3 Definitions. For the purpose of this 
chapter: 

"Disabled adult" means an adult who has been 
determined to have a physical or mental 'disability. 

"Adult day care center" means a licensed facility 
maintained and operated by an individual, organization, 
or agency for the purpose of providing regular care 
which includes supportive care to four or more disabled 
adults. The facility shall meet licensing rules 
specified in chapter 17-1424. 

"Adult day care services" means services provided 
through an organized program of personal care, 
supervision, social services, therapy, and group and 
leisure activities as specified in section 17-1417-6, 
in a licensed adult day care center. [Eff 6/29/92]

§17-1417-4 Elisibilitv reouirements. (a) In 
okder to be eligible for adult day care services, the 
individual shall meet one of the following 
requirements: 

(1) Income maintenance status as specified in 
section 17-1416-20(2)(A); or 

(2) Without regard to income status for 
individuals who require protective services 
as specified in section 17-1416-20(2)(B). 
When the department determines that 
protection is no longer needed as specified 
in section 17-1421-15, the recipient shall be 
assisted to apply for adult day care 
services, and eligibility shall be 
established as specified in paragraph (1).

Adult 
day care services shall be available to adults in 
geographic areas served by adult day care centers 
contracted by the department to provide the services. 
Accessibility shall only be to the extent that spaces 
are available in these centers for individuals 
determined eligible for services by the department.

§17-1417-6 Scone of service. (a) Adult day care 
services shall be appropriate for adults and shall be 
provided according to the adult's needs based upon 
initial and continual assessments by the adult day care 
center staff. Assessments shall be based upon the 
physician's report of limitations and upon the day care 
staff's personal observation of the adult's interests 
and limitations as a center program participant. Adult 
day care services shall include, but are not limited 
to, the following activities: 

(1) Therapeutic, social, educational, 
recreational, 
including, 

and other activities, 
but not limited to: 

(A) Arts and crafts; 
(B) Field trips; 
(C) Companionship which involves group 

activities and--social.--interaction with 
other participants and staff;

Family consultation or referral services to 
appropriate community resources when 
determined necessary; and 
Provision of snacks and of meals if specified 
in the license.

s17-1417-7 Authorization of service. (a) Adult 
day care services and related costs shall be authorized 
only as part of a social service plan when the 
individual meets the eligibility requirements specified 
in section 17-1417-4. These services and costs shall 
be subject to the availability of spaces and funds for 
department eligibles in licensed adult day care centers 
contracted by the department to provide the service. 

(b) Payment authorized shall be for a 
predetermined period during which the service costs are 
necessary and shall not cover a period prior to the 
actual date on which the individual became eligible for 
the service. 

(c) Service costs or fees to the provider on 
behalf of the participant shall be based upon a 
purchase of service contract. The provider shall bill 
the department according to the procedures specified in 
its contract with the department. The provider may 
also charge the participant or someone else willing to 
pay on behalf of the participant, for the difference 
between the amount the department pays and the actual 
charge for participation.

(d) Authorization of payment for adult day care 
service shall be made for adults who are residing 
independently, or who are residing with a relative, 
friend, or spouse, or who are residing in a domiciliary 
care home who meet the eligibility requirements 
specified in section 17-1417-4. 

(e) When the participant is ill and unable to 
attend the center's program, the department shall hold 
the participant's space in the center for a period not 
to exceed one month provided there is some assurance by 
the participant's attending physician that the 
individual will be able to return to the program by 
that time. After one month, if the participant is
